In announcing the dollar-saving 
plan on November 17, Mr. Abbott said 
that importation of some consumer 
goods would be prohibited and that 
imports of other consumer goods 
would be restricted by the imposition 
of quotas. Im the cage of capital 
goods, poasible restrictions depend on 
the recommendation of the Minister 
of Reconstruction and Supply. 

The list of items to be prohibited 
includes such goods as jewellery, 
candy, novelties, typewriters, radios 
refrigerators, washing machines and 
furniture. The import of motor ve- 
hicles will also be prohfbited tempor- 
arily with the expectation of later 
placing this item on a quota basis. 

Goods which are to be restricted by 
import quotas include: in the fruit 
and vegetable category, such items as 
oranges, ‘grapefruit, lemons, fruit 


However, imports of almost all out- 
of-season fresh fruits and vegetables 
and almost all kinds of canned goods 
are to be prohibited. No restrictions 
are applied to bananas, raisins, figs 
In textiles, no restrictions are plac- 
ed on raw materials or yarns but al- 
most all other textiles are to be plac- 
ed on a quota basis. A third group of 
goods, including all ieathers, all 
kinds of footwear, gloves, leather 


Production Costs 


From Trinidad comes news of an 
inevitable trend in the international 
market, It is reported that collapse 
of the high wartime prices for natur- 
al rubber will probably mean the end 
of the rubber industry on that island, 
Production costs before’ the war 
were too high to compete with far 
eastern producers, and it wag only the 
high prices paid by the United States 
during the war that permitted local 
production. In addition, rubber tree 
growers have had to meet competi- 


tion from synthetic plants in Cana-_ 


da and the United States,

Carbon Monoxide 
Stealthy Slayer 


During the winter months, carbon 
monoxide climbs up the list as the 
cause of needless fatal accidents. 
With the beginning of the heating 
season, this silent killer begins its 
foray in the home and factory, Care- 
less ventilation practices at home and 
in garages account for the increased 
toll taken by the deadly gas. 

IN GARAGES 

The exhaust from automobile en- 
gines .always contain carbon monox- 
ide—harmless in the open but deadly 
in closed p:aces, Careless habits often 
expose car drivers and garage work- 
ers to excessive concentrations of 
this gas. The precautions to be taken 
are simple and should be vigorously 
followed if accidents and fatalities 
are to be avoided. 

In small garages, the car engine 
should never be run unless the doors 
are open, Large garages should be 
equipped with mechanical ventilation 
equipment,. It is essential that such 
equipment function properly, espec- 
jially during the winter months when 
doors are usually kept closed, Filex- 
ible tubes should be avdilable for con- 
ducting gases from exhaust pipes to 
the outside. 

‘When driving, proper ventilation 
must be maintained and / windows 
should never all be closed{’ Many fa- 
talities have been caused by drivers 
becoming drowsy through seepage of 
carbon monoxide into the car. 

IN THE HOME 

Furnaces and stoves should be 
checked before firing is started so 
that heating equipment, ill-fitting 
pipes, worn and corroded parts, and 
clogged chimneys will not cause dan- 
gerous contamination of the air by 
allowing direct penetration of coal 
gas from the burning fuel into the 
house. Premature checking and im- 
proper use of damper is a common 
cause’ of air contamination. 

Another source of poisoning is il- 
luminating gas which may contain 
as high as 40 per cent carbon mon- 
oxide. Poor maintenance which al- 
lows leaking connections and loose 
tape to go untended, can lead to fa- 
tal accidents.

But the odour of any es- 
caping gas from burning fuel should 
always put an individual on the alert 
against carbon monoxide, Karly sym- 
toms are shortness of breath, tight 
feeling across the forehead and dizzi- 
ness. Collapse and suffocation will en- 


sue unleas the victim is removed to 
the fresh air. 
TREATMENT 
All treatment begins with the 


prompt removal of the patient from 
exposure, A doctor shoukd be called 
at once, If the breathing ig difficult 
or has stopped, artificial respiration 
should be applied. The patient should 
be kept warm with blankets and hot 
water bottles and prevented from 
moving until placed under the physi- 
cian's care,

Canadian Fertilizers Con- 
tribute to World Recovery 


One of the more important causes 
of the slow recovery of food produc- 
tion in many parts of the world, and 
the failure to expand it in others, has 
been the extreme shortage of fertil- 
izers, particularly nitrogen. The fer- 
tilizer branch of the Canadian chem- 
ical industry witnessed outstanding 
growth during the war, due mainly to 


the utilization for fertilizer purposes } 


of excess nitrogen produced for mili- 
tary needs, The manufacture and ex- 
port of nitrogen fertilizers since the 


end of the war constitutes a major § 
effort on the part of Canada to alle- 
viate the world food shortage by in- 


creasing agricultural production, 

Canada’s fertilizer manufacturing 
industry comprises 23 establishments, 
employng 3,200 workers with an out- 
put Valued at $50,600,000: Exports of 
fertilizer from Canada have increas- 
ed from $500,000 in 1938 to over §32- 
000,000 last year. 

All exports are controlled by the 
fertilizer committee of the Interna- 
tional Emergency Food Council, 


which supplies more than 100 claim- - 


ant countries from the pooled praduc- 
tion of the manufacturing countries. 
Allocations .are established on the 
basis of the more urgent.food neces- 
sities, and equitable distribu- 
tion is thus maintained. 

The importance of nitrogeneous 
fertilizers is best illustrated by the 
fact that only 10 per cent of Cana- 
dian production is required for do- 
mestic needs, and as a result, Canada 
is able to make a substantial contri- 
bution to the agricultural output of 
more than 50 countries.
